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School Board OKs 
changed agreement 


with teacher

After a closed-door session on Monday, 
the Van Buren Public Schools Board of 
Education unanimously approved a revised 
version of a separation agreement with 
tenured teacher Linda Janack. 

Janack is the Edgemont Elementary 
reading teacher who performs on a 
pornographic web site with her husband 
and was put on a paid, non-disciplinary 
leave of absence on Aug. 27. 

She was not to be present on school 
property or have contact with students 
without authorization from the 
administration. 

On Sept. 10, the board voted 6-1 to 
accept a separation agreement prepared 
by Janack’s attorney. She had seven days 
after that to accept her agreement, but then 
submitted a slightly altered agreement, 
which the board accepted on Monday. 

On Sept. 10, School Board President 
Keith Johnston said the board believes her 
actions broke areas of her contract and the 
state’s Code of Conduct and that the reason 
for the agreement — as opposed to a tenure 
hearing — was solely a financial decision. 

The Monday vote authorized School Supt. 
Pete Kudlak to execute the agreement. 

On Tuesday, the Independent requested 
copies of the original and revised 
agreements under the Freedom of 
Information Act. 

In other action at Monday’s meeting, the 
board: 

e Heard presentations from the principals 
and staff members of Rawsonville 
Elementary and (Owen Intermediate 
schools on what they are doing to raise the 
very low M-Step and NWEA scores, with 
a Rawsonville teacher noting, “We know 
how important this third-grade reading 
is.” She referred to a law, that is going

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Jury finds Brad Fields 
guilty on all charges 
in death of 4-year-old

A Wayne County Circuit Court jury found 
Brad Edward Fields guilty of all six felony 
charges against him, including felony 
murder, in the death of his girlfriend’s 
four-year-old daughter on New Year’s Day 
in Sumpter Township. 

On Sept. 20, the sixth day of the trial 
before Circuit Court Judge Vonda R. Evans, 
the jury announced the guilty charges. 
Fields then was referred to the probation 
department for a pre-sentence report. 

Sentencing is scheduled for Oct. 9 and he 
likely will get life imprisonment without 
eligibility for parole. 

Fields, 29, formerly of Sumpter 
Township, was found guilty of homicide- 
felony murder, homicide—second-degree 
murder, first-degree child abuse, torture, 
first-degree child abuse (conspiracy), and 
second-degree child abuse (conspiracy). 

He and the girl’s mother, co-defendant 
Candice Diaz, 25, have been in custody in 
the Wayne County Jail without bond since 
Jan. 18, when they were brought back from 
Georgia where they had fled after Gabrielle 
Barrett’s death was ruled a homicide. 

On Sept. 4, 34 District Court Chief 
Judge Tina Brooks Green bound Diaz over 
for trial on the same charges as Fields. 
Diaz’ jury trial, also before Judge Evans, is 
set for March 4, 2019.

Chenyere Yisreal of Sumpter Township 
is on a mission to have preparation for 
any kind of disaster for the people in her 
community.

Yisreal said they had talked to Bishop 
Alan Cox of Spiritual Israel Church and 
his wife Patricia, but Cox died in January. 
She said Joe Jordan has assured them 
Spiritual Israel Church will offer shelter in 
an emergency. 

With Spiritual Gardens and the 
Community Center designated as shelters, 
Yisreal said they need other locations 
near Oakville Waltz and Belleville and 
Rawsonville. 

The effort is called the Community 
Emergency Awareness Project (CEAP). 

Yisreal said they are calling on pastors 
to help because the pastors have a captive 
audience each Sunday and can inform the 
people. 

Yisreal said neighbors need to check on 
neighbors and get help to people who need 
1t. 

Ethel Burns told of a Sumpter woman 
who died and it took seven days for her 
to be found deceased in her home. She 
was found because of the smell. Police 
found the phone number of the Missionary 
Society among her things to try to get a

Emergency sirens 
alert tri-community 
to severe storm 


The Sumpter Township Board of Trustees 
meeting adjourned at 7:44 p.m. on Tuesday 
and those attending the meeting just had 
time to get home and snuggled inside 
before the township’s emergency sirens 
sounded a stern warning at 8:47. 

Sumpter police also sent a Nixle alert 
warning everyone that severe weather was 
upon the area with a possibility of tornadic 
activity in northern Monroe County, just 
over the township line. Then, at about 8:53 
p.m., Van Buren Township emergency 
sirens sounded. No explanation through 
Nixle, but obviously we were having a big 
storm so stay alert. 

The National Weather Service announced 
severe thunderstorms with the capability 
of a tornado near Maybee at 8:18 p.m., 
moving northeast at a speed of 25 mph. 
The warning expired at 9:30. 

On Wednesday morning, the National 
Weather Service was to go out and check 
the tree damage in Berlin Township and 
the three homes damaged in Frenchtown 
Township, and whatever other damage 
there is in Gibraltar, to see if there is 
evidence of a tornado. It could be straight- 
line winds. The National Weather Service 
reports 1.2” of rain fell at Metro Airport in 
an hour. It was a total of 2.64” of rain for 
the day in VBT. Big storm. 

It’s comforting to know our towns are 
equipped with sirens to alert the public to 
pending problems. It’s up to us to know 
what to do with that information.

Fisher’s house arrest. Judge Parrott denied 
Fisher bond completely and ordered he be 
taken into immediate custody. Fisher was 
free after posting bond of $50,000/10%. 

His arraignment on the information was 
set for Sept. 26 at the Frank Murphy Hall 
of Justice. 

Fisher is on a walker, is hard of hearing, 
has eye problems, and has had heart 
surgery. When he asked his retained 
defense attorney Pamela Tracy if he was 
going home, she said no, he was going 
back to the infirmary at the jail. 

He is accused of molesting his 
granddaughter since she was four years old 
until this year. She is now 16. 

Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor 
Jacqueline Nicholas from the Sex Crimes 
Unit entered her final piece of evidence, a 
disc containing an interview with Fisher by 
VBT Police Sgt. Jeff Stanton. 

There were technical difficulties in the 
courtroom so Judge Parrott took the disc 
into his office to hear the interview. 

When he returned Prosecutor Nicholas 
made a motion to bind Fisher over on all 
seven felony counts and Judge Parrott 
bound him over and had him immediately 
taken into custody. Of the disc, Judge 
Parrott said: “An admission. That’s all 
I can call it. ... Guilt is evident from the 
testimony and the interview.” 

Felony charges against Fisher are: one 
count of first-degree criminal sexual 
conduct (person under 13), two counts 
of second-degree criminal sexual 
conduct (person under 13), two counts of 
second degree criminal sexual conduct 
(relationship) and two counts of fourth- 
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degree criminal sexual conduct (incest). 

If found guilty, Fisher could be sentenced 
to life in prison. 

The granddaughter, her mother, Detective 
Donovan McCarthy, and Officer Stanton 
testified in the preliminary exam before 
Judge Parrott. 

The granddaughter said the adults around 
her said that the grandfather was a “dirty 
old man” and “just lonely” when he told 
the off-color jokes and patted the butts of 
girls in their presence. The granddaughter 
did not tell her mother about the rest of 
it until earlier this year and the mother 
immediately went to Van Buren Township 
police. 

Scott David Matthews 

Scott David Matthews, 36, waived his 
preliminary exam on a felony charge of 
domestic violence in VBT on March 5 
and was due at the Frank Murphy Hall 
of Justice on Oct. 3 for an arraignment 
on the information. Although Matthews 
had a personal recognizance bond on this 
charge from the 34™ District Court, he had 
been brought to court from the Washtenaw 
County Jail where he was incarcerated on 
another charge. 

Andre Duane Dew, Jr. 

Andre Duane Dew, Jr., 29, waived his 
preliminary exam on a charge of operating 
while intoxicated — third in the City of 
Belleville on May 26. He is due at the 
Frank Murphy Hall of Justice for an 
arraignment on the information Sept. 26. 
He was brought to Judge Parrott’s court 
from the Wayne County Jail where he is 
lodged on bond of $3,500/10%.

family contact number. 

“No one should be without a check every 
one or two days,” said Burns, who is a 
registered nurse. 

She said Eugene was found in his home 
deceased and maybe someone could have 
done CPR or help him if found sooner. 

“Our mission is to get the word out 
there,’ Burns said. “We’re expecting this

She said everyone has a cell phone now 
and emergency workers can call the ICE 
(in case of emergency) button on the phone 
to find family members. 

“We don’t want to force anything on 
anybody,” said Burns, adding their mission, 
their aim, is to get that help. 

She said in the last two months in 
Belleville there have been overdosing and 
suicides and they want to help save the 
young people, but that is another issue. 
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Angela Hill passed out information she 
had composed and gathered from various 
sources on emergency preparedness. One 
shows suggestions on what should go in a 
survival kit that someone can grab and take 
with them or grab and take to their own 
basement. 

If their basement needs repair so it can be 
used as a shelter, they can get it repaired, 
they agreed. 

Hill said they need to have a list of places 
they can go. 

“Reaching out to your neighbor. It’s our 
duty as citizens, as friends,” Hill said. “I 
know to get help to my own relatives, but 
some elderly people also need help. I help 
some in their gardens.” 

Hill said she sat in on a webinar on 
survival resources. 

She said when a bridge collapsed, they 
found someone in the rubble who used 
a whistle. They heard the whistle and 
rescued the person. A whistle is a vital part 
of the emergency kit, she said. 

Watson was there to represent the police 
and fire departments. She passed out a 
township emergency booklet. 

Yisreal asked what would be done if, for 
example, there was a forest fire in the fall. 

Watson said if, for example, the fire was 
near Rawsonville Woods, the park would 
be evacuated and volunteers would be 
needed to help. She said the community 
center would be opened and the senior 
bus used to bring residents to the center. If 
more transportation is needed, they could 
seek a school bus. This emergency group 
would be in assistance in the community 
center, she said. 

The group considered asking other 
churches for space, including Ark of Noah, 
out on the county line, Lighthouse Church 
on Sumpter Road just over the township 
line, Abundant Harvest on Willis Road 
near Rawsonville, First Baptist on Bohn 
Road, and the Moose Lodge. 

“These churches are going to get a visit 
from me,” Yisreal said.

VBT Board approves memorial at 
Quirk Park for Egypt Covington

Chuck Covington brought a proposal to 
the Van Buren Township Board of Trustees 
at its work/study session on Sept. 17 and 
regular meeting Sept. 18 for a memorial 
at Quirk Park for his late daughter Egypt 
Covington. 

The township board voted unanimously 
to approve the proposal, but they weren’t 
quite sure whether it could be put in this 
fall or would have to wait until spring. 
Also, they are not sure where it would be 
placed. 

The township is working on a master plan 
for Quirk Park and is planning to place a 
large splash park there, as well. 

He brought a certified arborist, Bob Paris, 
of Davey Tree Service with him to the 
work/study session and Davey will plant 
and take care of the redbud trees that are a 
part of the memorial. 

The memorial will be at no cost to the 
township, Covington said. It would include 
three to five redbud trees, a bench, and a 
memorial, engraved with Egypt’s special 
words. 

Covington told the board that Egypt was 
raised in Van Buren Township and lived 
here all of her years except for two years 
in school. She was in the first Camp with a 
Cop and Daddy/Daughter dance. 

He said he would like to have it sited 
near the slide at Quirk Park because he has 
a family picture that includes Egypt at that 
place. 

“The entire board and community supports 
this,’ Supervisor Kevin McNamara said to 
the Covingtons. 

The policy on memorials will be put 
together, but this memorial for Egypt is the 
first one and will not wait for the policy, 
McNamara said. 

In other business at the 36-minute 
meeting, the board: 

e Was advised that Van Buren Township 
is profiled in the Michigan Township 
Association’s monthly magazine for 
earning a certificate of achievement 
in the clerk’s office as a Township of 


Excellence. VBT Fire Chief Amy Brow is 
also highlighted in the magazine for being 
one of the only two women fire chiefs in 
Michigan; 

e Approved increasing the hourly attorney 
fee for the firm of Butzel Long from $300 
to a flat fee of $375 per hour; 

e Approved the 2019 board meeting 
schedule, most on the first and third 
Tuesdays of each month at 7 p.m. for 
the regular meetings, and the work/ 
study sessions at 4 p.m. on the Mondays 
preceding the regular Tuesday meetings; 

e Approved an increase in election 
inspector fees from $160 to $210 per day 
for precinct chairperson; from $150 to 
$200 per day for precinct co-chair/electric 
poll book/ICC computer; and from $140 to 
$175 per day for precinct inspector. Clerk 
Leon Wright said he had 15 absentee voter 
counters for the August election and plans 
to have 21 in November; 

e Approved the combination of eight 
lots at the former 79.98-acre Smith Farm 
in Denton for the Subaru project, with 
the farmhouse home of Harold Smith not 
included in the combination; 

e Approved a 5% increase in water and 
sewer rates as of Jan. 1 and the rest of the 
water and sewer rates and fee schedule for 
2019; 

e Approved departmental fee schedule for 
2019; 

e Approved an updated Reimbursement 
of Travel, Meal and Lodging Expenses 
with a chart to determine whether flying 
or driving is less expensive, a $59 per 
day food expense, and five days to turn in 
receipts. Trustee Kevin Martin said there 
was no abuse of the policy, but this is just a 
more clean and concise policy. “I disagree, 
vehemently, that we did not have abuse 
in the past,” said Trustee Sherry Frazier. 
She said Trustee Martin’s statement was 
misleading the public. Trustee Reggie 
Miller added, “It wasn’t housekeeping. 
Beyond that ... It just rubbed everyone the 
wrong way. This is more transparent”; 

e Heard Trustee Frazier announce that

Watson said the Senior Alliance does 
have a telephone assurance program, where 
a person can get a phone call every day to 
check on them. She also said the Meals on 
Wheels program can get a meal to someone 
Monday through Friday and the delivery 
person checks on them. 

Watson said a man told his friend he wasn’t 
feeling well and he was going to the hospital, 
but instead he went to bed and died. 

Yisreal said, “We can’t stop everything ... 
but we want everybody to have a contact. 
Then, everybody has to have a kit.” 

She began a suggestion of items for the 
kit, including a first aid kit, flashlight, radio, 
water bottle, candle, whistle, batteries. 

Hill said Amazon sells emergency kits. 


Watson said Huron Valley Ambulance can 
come out to speak. They could tell about 
their Life Line necklaces. 

“We want to consolidate, so we’re not all 
over the place,” Burns said. “Survival first. 
How to get to emergency shelter... Then 
suicide prevention ... Our children are dying. 
It’s another whole issue.” 

“I want to have a roomful of people by the 
November meeting,” Yisreal said. 

“The aim is to meet the goal that nobody 
misses a well-being check every one to two 
days,” Burns said. “We should be contacting 
ministers and friends for services available.” 

The next meeting of this Community 
Emergency Awareness Project is at noon 
on Saturday, Oct. 27. Everyone interested 
is urged to attend. A presentation on suicide 
prevention by SOOAR is among items on 
the agenda.
